1 4. (presently amended) A tent with at least one extendable wn'ndow designed to increase 
usable space in the tent comprising: The tent of claim 12. whoroin: 

a main structure including a plurality of walls oriented at a first angle with respect to a 
vertical reference: and 

at least one window including a frame and screen extendable to a second angle with 
respect to a vertical reference, where the second angle is less than the first angle and the 
extended window is substantially vertical: 

whereby the tent has increased usable space when the window is extended: 

wherein the window includes an awning coupled to the main structure and the frame> and 
configured to hold the window in an extended orientation: 

wherein the frame includes a flexible pole; and 

wherein the frame includes a sleeve into which the pole is positioned.

the awning is configured to hold the window frame in a substantially vertical orientation.

wherein the frame includes a sleeve into which Uie pole is positioned. 
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
